General Barnes was 
on the car aud when it reached the ob­ 
structions a coupling was made and the 
damaged cars removed to the barn. I he 
crowd was too far distant even to set 
the operation aud if a window went uj 
the guardsmen soon shut it wa th an or­ 
der. 
While this was going on the street 
corners along State street route began ttg 
assume conditions of military posts. De 
tails of soldiers in every prominent 
square kept the people moving, so no i 
large crowd could gather. 
At 9:20 o’clock a second car left the 
stable aud started over towards Madison 
avenue, a thoroughfare not guarded. 
On board the car were Lieutenant Col­ 
onel Brady and a company of the 
Twenty-third regiment guarding two 
motormen and two conductors. 
They 
proceeded over Quail street, stopping to 
remove flagstone obstructions from the 
track. 
The car was an open one. 
It was IO o’clock before the first car 
readied the last of the obstructions ami 
then it was run up to the line. 
In the 
meantime the company ran out seven 
other cars and got them ready for bus­ 
iness. 
On each car was a full company 
of militia. 
The first car moved out and 
down the avenue with no trouble aud 
car No. 2, with a trailer followed a few 
minutes later. There was hardly a rip­ 
ple of excitement as the cars moved on 
down the hill to take the different 
routes. There were hoot* aud hisses at 
several points, but up to the time the 
various cars reached State street, no se­ 
rious trouble had occurred, and there 
were no great crowds at any poiut.

S urrey o f H ie C au al H oute*. 
New York, May 16.—Admiral Wal­ 
ker, chairman of the Isthmian Caual 
commission, baa returned to Washing­ 
ton, to prepare his final report on en­ 
gineering and tho feasibility of a ship 
channel across Central America to con­ 
nect the Atlantic aud Pacific oceans. It 
is thought that the report will be com­ 
pleted in detail by July I, although it 
is not expected that it will be made 
public until congress meets in Decem­ 
ber. Under Admiral Walker’s personal 
supervision carful surveys have been 
made of both the Nicaragua and Pana­ 
ma routes and the engineers, the most I 
of whom came back to Washington 
with Admiral Walker and the remainder 
will return soon, have brought with 
them the most elaborate field notes. 
The compilation and comparison of the 
notes and the deductions of conclusions 
therefrom will occupy the experts of 
the commission for the next six weeks 
or so.
